A Day of National Prayer. 


The King has ordained by proclamation 
that January 6th, 1918, shall be set aside 
as & Day of National Prayer and Thanks- 
giving in all the churches throughout His 
Majesty's Dominions, Whatever the condi- 
tions of the war may be in the early days 
of the coming year, the first Sunday in 
January has been marked by this decree 
as one of most solemn and most notable 
days in the long annals of British history. 
It is often said that the modern world has 
become careless about religion, Certainly 
it exhibits an increasing diflidence in the 
public expression of its national convic- 
hopes, and fears through the 
medium of religion. This diflidence is an 
outcome of the comparatively new spirit 
of toleration. In becoming more tolerant 
of other peoples opinions we have lost 
much of our former faith in the infalli- 
bility of our own opinions. In the matter 
of conflicts between nations, especially, we 
have becun to realise that war is often the 
result of blundering, of stupidity, of pre- 
judice, but not always—or even often—of 
sheer, deliberate wickedness. The British 
peoples, therefore, have become increas- 
ingly reluctant to claim God as an inevit- 
able Ally in their quarrels, They are no 
longer attracted by the military theology 
of Joshua or by the “ cock-sureness ” with 
which the warrior David invoked the 
weapon of the Divine Arm against his 
enemies. Few modern commanders of 
British Armies would feel, and none would 
express, Cromwell's triumphant assurance 
in God's patronage of his cause. Add to this 
growth of humility the traditional reserve 
of the Anglo-Saxon stock in all matters 
where religion or the emotions are con- 
cerned. Add again to that the repulsive 
influence of the German Emperor's 
example in the present war—his profane 
familiarity with Deity, his attribution of 
his foulest crimes to the inspiration of his 
‘good, old German God.” These reasons 
help to explain the fact that a Day of 
National Prayer has not been proclaimed 
until we have reached, in the King’s words, 
“the last and most difficult phases ” of 
ihe war. We have delayed longer than 
the United States, whose President, as 
soon as his country had made its great 
decision, was quick to proclaim a Day of 
National Prayer. We believe, however,

lodged, they are, as a rule, difficult to 
rally for a renewed stand. We shall pro- 
bably be well advised, however, not to 
press too far the analogy of the Mesopo- 
tamian campaign, or to assume that 
General Allenby will be able to make such 
a sweeping advance as General Maude made 
to Bagdad and beyond after forcing the 
lines of Kut. His troops on the right are now 
eleven miles north, and nine miles north- 
west, from Beersheba, and, after the fall 
of Gaza, he will doubtless have little diffi- 
culty in bringing his left up into line, The 
country through which the advance must 
proceed is very different from the flat 
plain of Mesopotamia. Between Beer- 
sheba and Hebron, half-way to Jerusalem, 
the ground rises two thousand feet to the 
great plateau of Palestine, Northwards 
from Gaza there is better manw@uvring 
ground in the rolling undulations of the 
rich strip of maritime plain between the 
plateau and the sea. On this diversified 
and difficult terrain we can scarcely look 
for a rapid advance, ‘The chief importance 
of General Allenby's success consists in the 
fact that it forestalls the enemy's designs 
in both Palestine and Mesopotamia; for 
the two campaigns, apart from their super- 
ficial similarities, are closely inter-con- 
nected. It is known that, since the fall 
of Bagdad, General von Falkenhayn has 
beer busily reorganising the Turkish forces 
for offensive action, He possesses the 
advantage that, from the point of concen- 
tration at Aleppo, the centre of all the 
communications in Asia Minor, he can 
direct his forces against General Maude 
either by the Bagdad line or down the 
Euphrates valley, or against General 
Allenby along the Syrian railway system. 
It must be the object of the British com- 
manders, on the other hand, acting in 
so to time their strokes as to 
cause General von Falkenhayn the 
marimum of embarrassment in his disposi- 
tions. We have heard little of General 
Maude since he countered the enemy's 
movement down the Euphrates valley by his 
unexpected seizure of their advanced base 
at Ramadie. Perhaps, his turn will conie 
again in Mesopotamia now that General 
Allenby, by his threatening invasion, will 
draw down the main strength of the enemy 
for the defence of Palestine.

AGRICULTURAL WAGES. 


Letter from Sir Thomas Russell, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Bin,e The, letter written by “ Growth" 

“ Agricultural Wages,” which appears in your 
issue of to-day, necessitates a reply from me. 

(1) By the Corn Production Act the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
are charged with certain duties in regard to 
agricultural wages. These duties are, however, 
, and when “ Growth" aeke, 
“Why does Sir T. W. Russell not get the ques- 
tion settled at once” I must refe> him for 
an anewer to the Act of Parliament. 

(2) 1 am aware that the Agricultural Wages 
Board are sitting daily; that they were obliged 
by Statute “to give notice of the rate of 
wages which they proposed to fix, and to con- 
sider any objections to the rate which might 
be lodged with them within one month ': and 
that, this procedure being now complied with, 
they will have to consider the appointment of 
District Wages Committees. Work of this kind 
does take time. 

(3) I agree that publicity, and plenty of it, 
is of the very essence of the scheme. But my 
function and the function of the Department 
ie clearly laid down in the fireat echedule of 
the Corn Production Act, in which it is pre- 
scribed that, “ subject to the provisions of this 
Act and to any regulations so made, the Agri- 
cultural Wages Board may regulate their pro- 
ceedings in euch manner as they think fit."’ 

(4) 1 do not think that the English Agricul- 
tural Wages Board are by any means eo far 
forward as we are, and [ am certain that there 
has been no avoidable delay in the case of 
Ireland. Still, “Growth” ia right—there is 
not a day to be lost in making everything plain 
and clear. The Chairman of the Irish Board 
may be relied upon to secure this most desirable 
end.—-VYours, etc., T. W..

OVER 400 PRISONERS 
TAKEN, 
ENEMY ATTACK IN MEUSE 
SECTOR. 

The British troops have now consolidated 
their fine gains in the Passchendacle 
region. The enemy, so far, has failed to 
make any counter-attack. 

The number of prisoners captured in the 
attack is over 400, including 21 officers. 

In fiying operations on the 6th inst. eleven 
of our machines failed to return. 

In the Meuse sector the enemy delivered an 
attack against the French which was, 
however, success{ully repulsed.

. Aviation—During the morning of the 6th 
inst. high wind and rain greatly interfered with 
work in the air. Nevertheless, our low-flying 
aeroplanes maintained constant touch with our 
advancing infantry, and, in addition, fired a 
large number of rounds from their machine 
£uns at the enemy shell holes, as well as in the 
back areas. Many ficeing targets were signalled 
to our artillery from the air, aud were success- 
fully dealt with by our batteries. During a fair 
interval many of our aeroplanes acting in con- 
nection with our operations on the ground pene- 
trated well east of the line. ‘hile so em- 
ployed they were caught in a heavy mist which 
suddenly developed, and seven machines failed 
to return. 

During the night 62 heavy bomls were 
dropped on the enemy s communications, billets, 
and aerodromes in the vicintty of Roulers and 
Courtrai. Several large explosions, which wete 
followed by fires, were observed in Roulers Sta- 
tion and town. 

In air fighting one German machine was 
brought down and two others were driven down 
out of control. Four of our aeroplanes are 
missing, in addition to those mentioned above.

GERMANS CLAIM MORE 
PRISONERS. 


Yesterday's Italian communiqué :— 

As the low water in the Tagliamento ren- 
dered difficult the defence of the river we have 
withdrawn our line towards the Livenza. 

The withdrawal was accomplished in good 
order, under the protection northward of 
covering units and of rearguards towards the 
south. 

During yesterday and last night our aero- 
planes and airships repeatedly bombed enemy 
troops at work for the repair of the bridges 
on the Tagliamento or in movement across the 
river. 

Four hostile machines were brought down 
by our aviators. 

Yesterday's German communiqué -— 

In the mountains and in the Venetian Plain 
the pursuit is being continued. Some thou- 
sands of prisoners have been brought in. 

Last night’s German official :— 

In the Venetian Plain the Livenza line has 
been reached. During the ,pureuit several 
thousands of prisoners were taken. 

Austrian communiqué November 4th :— 

Itajian War Theatre-—There was an increase in 
the fighting on the Tagliamento to-day.

Laibach and Trieste, into a war of mancuvres 
on the Venetian plain. The retreat has caused 
a nolitary crisis, which is gradually resolving 
iisclf into a question of reorganising and gather 
ing the troops on pre-established lines, together 
with the Anglo-French forces, which were imme- 
diately rushed up. 

While this was being done fighting goes on all 
the time to delay as much as possible the ad- 
vance of the Austro-Germans, who are eager to 
take advantage of the situation. The ally 
faithful to the orders of its leaders, is fighting 
with a high moral and a firm spirit. Some time 
inust necessarily elapse before the equilibrium 
is re-established, Lut all the elements exist to 
give confidence that the great battle initiated 
twelve days ago will end in our favour 

The Itahans are confronted by an imposing 
concentration of the enemy's troops and 


material, under the orders of the German Gene- 


ral Staff, who aim at obtaining on our front a 
definite ‘decision in the European war by ecrush- 
ing Italy militarily, and also by creating an 
Italian political upheaval. Instead they have 
created an unprecedented mora/ and unity in 
the country. The Catholic Party, voluntarily 
abandoning any polemics in regard to Baron 
Sonnmo's reply to the Papal. Note, have de- 
clared their readiness to carry out every duty 
imposed by patriotiam. Even the Oxserrator: 
Romano, the Papal official organ, has urged 
Catholics to perform their civil duties to the 


full. 


ARCHBISHOP’S FLIGUT FROM 
UDINE. 

A Reuter’s Rome telegram of Tuesday save 
The Ossrrvatore Jlomano, describing the arrival 
in Rome of Monsignor Rossi, Archbishop of 
Udine, and his audience with the Pope, says 
Monsignor Rossi left his residence in Udine en! y 
after the destruction and sacking of the town 
had begun. He was accompanied on his de- 
parture by nuns and elderly priests, the whole 
party wandering on foot from village to village, 
through rain, wind, and mud. The Pope ex- 
pressed his grief at the sad story which Mon- 
signor Rossi related to him, and added that, 
whilst approving the Monsignor’s departure from 
Udine in the exceptional circumstances, it was 
his wish as a general rule that all bishops and 
their clergy should remain at their posts. Mon- 
signor Rossi is leaving at once for Bologna, to 
which place the refugees from the Friulian 
Plains are already flocking. At the close of the 
audience, the Pope handed the Archbishop a 
large sum of money for the relief of che im- 
mediate necessities of the refugees.

MH. MACVEAGH'S ALLEGATIONS. 


A question asked by Mr MacVeagh, in the 
House of Commons vesterday, about the treat- 
ment of British prisoners of war in Bulgaria 
created a great amount of interest. The ques- 
tion was addressed to the Under-Secretary of 
Siaie for War. It asked whether he was aware 
{hat a British officer, Lieutensnt Gilliland, who 
had been put in charge of British prisoners of 
war at Philippopolis, habitually appropriated 
food and clothing consigned in- bulk to the Irish 
prisoners, and distributed them without regard 
io the regiments to which they were consigned ; 
whether he was aware that this commandant 
also ordered the flogging of British prisoners by 
their Bulgarian captors for the most trivial 
breaches of discipline, whilst prisoners of other 
nationalities were not subjected to such treat- 
ment: whether he was aware that Gilliland 
ewused the floggings to be carried out in the 
public square, ani compelled ofhcers and men 
to attend on parade on such occasions, and that 
he ordered the flogging, on St. Patrick s Day, 
of five Irish soldiers, including a man aged 55; 
who appointed Gilliland as commandant; 
whether. statements will be invited from re- 
patriated prisoners who have returned to this 
eountry from Bulgaria; and what actian the 
War Office proposes to take. 

Mr. MACPHERSON said. that gi oí 
war repatriated from mg cm had made cer- 
tain allegations against Lieutenant Gilliland. 
This officer was put in charge of the British 
prisoners by the Bulgarian authorities. The 
allegations made were entirely opposed to in- 
formation regarding Lieutenant Gilliland’s work, 
derived from independent sources, especially 
from the members of the United States Lega- 
tion in Sofia, who had stated that he had done 
everything possible for our men, and that the 
control exercised by him had tended very much 
to their benefit, and especially to the mainten- 
ance of their moral. ‘he Army Council were 
not prepared to accept the charges as justified, 
and had taken steps to ascertain the truth of 
the charges. 

Mr. MacVEAGH asked was there any doubt 
whatever about the statements in his question 
being justified. | 

Mr. MACPHERSON said that probably there 
was no doubt in the mind of the House, but he 
could only accept the statements as ez porte. 

Mr. MacVEAGH asked whether sworn state- 
ments would be taken from repatriated pri- 
soners now in England; why had that not been 
done ? 

Mr. MACPHERSON said that he had taken 
the proper course to obtain information. He 
seól “rl i in substance, the statements in the 
question, but he objected to the statements 
being put upon the paper as statements of fact 
before the other side of the question had been 
inquired into.. That was the, proper course 
where the honour of a British officer was con- 
cerned. 

Mr. MacVEAGH said it was a serious matlier, 
and the bonour of this country was also in- 
volved. He asked why the repatriated soldiers 
had not been asked to make sworn statements. 
Was the hon. gentleman aware that he (Mr. 
MacVeagh) put this question on the paper in 
consequence of iuformation supplied to him by 
repatriated solciers, and was not that as good 
authority as any that Lieutenant Gilliland could

Yt.” MACPHERSON repeated that the proper 
way was to go to the authorities first with the 
information, which could then be investigated. 

Mr. BOLAND asked if it was not a fact that 
the War Office had beon already approached, 
and that it was because of their failure to deal 
with the matter that it had become necessary to 
raise the question in the House.

IN PALESTINE. 


GAZA CAPTURED. 


GENERAL ALLENBY’'S FINE 
SUCCESS. 

The War Office announced last evening :—- i 

General Allenby reports that our troops 
captured Khuweilfeh, eleven miles north of 
Beersheba, soon after midnight on the 5th- 
6th November, and that repeated counter- 
attacks throughout the whole of yesterday 
were repulsed: s 

Further to the south our troops, advancing 
in a north-westerly direction from the neigh- 
bourhood of Beersheba, carried the whole of 
the Turkish defences south of the line Tel-el- 
Sheria-Abo-Hareira, capturing both these last- 
named places. 

This.is an advance of nine miles from the 
position of departure, General Allenby states 
that throughout the operations the troops dis- 
played magnificent dash and endurance. 

Estimates of captures are not yet available, 
but on one portion of the front of operations 
six guys have been taken. 

A later telegram announced that Gaza was 
captured this morning, but no further per- 
ticulars have yet been received.

A fifth counter-attack upon our new positions 
on the left flank was repulsed with heavy loss 
last. evening (Saturday). We are now bombard- 
ing strong points on this part of the enemy's 
second line. During the night a strong ¢nemy 
patrol approached our position at Sheikh Abbas, 
west of Gaza, but was driven off by our artil- 
lery and machine gun fire; with considerable 
loss. Our captured since the beginning of the 
offensive now amount to 207 officers and over 
2,400 other ranks. Our aviation service has been 
very active. 

The Naval Wing has bombed railway com- 
munications and stores with good effect. ‘Ten 
direct. hits were secured on the bridge and oil 
factory at Juljulie, fifteen miles north of 
Jaffa. Our airmen have also bombed the siation 
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and stores at Tel el Sheria, on the Beershela 
railway. Our cavalry have captured ground in 
the Limestone Hills, north-east of Beersheba, 
the enemy making only a feeble resistance. 

The spirit of our men has been something to 
marvel at. Dust, sand, heat, and fatigue seem 
to roll off their shoulders like the proverbial 
water from a duck' back. It would almost 
seem as though the long spell of inactivity has 
whetted their appetites for fighting. They are 
as keen as schoolboys on a holiday, and splen- 
didly fit. This keenness is not confined to the 
combatants, but is general. The auxiliary ser- 
vices have spared no efforts, in spite of the 
great strain under which they have been labour- 
ing for the past ten days or fortnight. Thus, 
for example, the Australians worked for 
twenty-four hours on end at the water supply, 
in order to facilitate the encircling movement. 
The cavalry were up to their waists in mud, 
sand, and water, but cheerfully = kept on, 


General Allenby personally visited them while 
they were working during the hottest part of 
the day, and spoke a few cheering words, which 
were heartily appreciated.

Mr. FIELD asked was he to understand from 
the right hon. gentleman distinctly that no 
evictions would be permitted unless accommo- 
dation was provided beforehand. 

Mr. DUKE said that the hon. member had 


asked him to give a pledge as to what the Cor- 
poration would do. Surely in the nature of 
things he could not do that. He was understood 
to say that he had confidepes that the Cor- 
poration would not proceed to evictions unless 
dwellings were provided for the persons to be 
evicted.

MAXIMALISTS DEFY 
GOVERNMENT. 


TELEGRAPH OFFICE 
SEIZED. 


A Reuter’s Petrograd telegram of Wednes- 
day says:— 

An armed naval detachment, acting under 
orders of the Maximalist Revolutionary Com- 
mittee, has occupied the offices of the official 
Petrograd Telegraph Agency. 

4.25 p.m. 

Maximalists have also occupied the Central 
Telegraph Office, the State Bank, and the Marie 
Palace, where the Preliminary Parliament, the 
proceedings of which have been suspended in 
view of the situation, has been holding its 
sittings. Up to the present no disorders have 
Leen reported, with the exception of some out- 
rages by Apaches. Street traffic and the 
general life of the city remains normal. 


A Petrograd telegram of Tuesday 's date states 
that the newspapers are seriously alarmed at 
the preparations of the Maximalists, which this 
time are somewhat serious, to seize the reins of 
government. ‘Fhey publish numerous articles 
severely blaming the mad enterprise by irre- 
sponsible demagogues, and begging them to 
reflect before ruining the country. 

A tater wlegram ot Tuesdays date says 
According to further details concerning the 
dispute which has arisen between the Kevolu- 
tionary Military Committee recently created by 
the Petrograd Sorict and the General Staff of 
the Petrograd military district, the members 
o“ the Committee on the night of November 
4th called upon the General Staff and de- 
manded the right to control all its orders, and 
io participate im its military deliberations. 

Colonel Polknovnikoff, the Commander-im- 
Chief of the troops in the Petrograd district, 
having refused the demands of the Soviet, the 
latter at once convened a meeting Of delegates 
from the garrison, who sent to each regiment a 
telephone message announcing that as a result ot 
the uncompromising attitude of the General Staft, 
“which refused to recognise the Revolutionary 
Committee. the Soriet had decided to. break 
off ts relations with the General Staff, which 
would henceforth considered as an anti- 
tlemocratic organisation. At the same time 
ine message invites the troops only to observe 
oiders sizgued by the Revolutionary Military 
Committee 
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M. KERENSKY AND THE 
SITUATION, 

In the Preliminary Parliament at Petrograd 
on Tuesday, M. Kerensky. replying to a question 
as to what the Government intended to do to 
foul the attempt of the Maximalists seize 
supreme power, made a speech, in the course of 
which he said that the military power 
could not recognise as legal the demands 
made by the Committee, and demanded that its 
orders should be revoked. The Committee made 
the pretence of entering upon powrparters, and 
even displayed a conciliatory tendency, but at 
the same time it began the clandestine distribu- 
tion of arms and cartridges to workmen. “ This 
is why I consider that part of the population of 
Petrograd is in a state of revolt, and I have 
ordered the immediate opening of an inquiry 
and the necessary arrests to be made.” 

The Left here interrupted M. Kerensky with 
ironical shouts, but the l’remier, turning to- 
wards them, exclaimed :-- 

“The Government will be killed rather than 
cease to defend the honour, security, and inde- 
pendence of the State.” 

M. Kerensky then referred to the attitude of 
the front towards the action of the Maximalists, 
and read telegrams in which the Army de- 
manded energetic measures against excesses in 
Petrograd, and promised the Government its 
vigorous support. In conclusion, the Premier 
said that all elements in the country, all parties, 
and all classes, must take their part in the 
struggle against the approaching danger, and 
asked the Preliminary Parliament to declare im 
mediately whether the Government could rely 
on it in taking decisive measures against the 
enemies of the country. 


COURTMARTIAL TRIALS IN CORK. 


The District Courtmartial, of which Major 
W. Thorburn is President, re-assembled at the 
Victoria Barracks, Cork, yesterday to con- 
tinne the hearing of the cases against prisoners 
who were recently arrested under the Defence 
of the Realm Act. 

Mr. J. Traverse Wolfe, Crown Solicitor (in- 
etructed by Captain Maunsell), prosecuted. 
The prisoners were not professionally repre- 
sented. 

The firat case taken was that of James 
Ledden. He was charged with wearing in a 
public place a uniform of a siar char- 
acter. When asked if he had any objection 
to being tried by the officers of the Court, he 
said he objected individually and collectively, 
as he did not recognise the suthority of 
British law. 

The evidence as given by Sergeand M. 
Brennan and Constable M. Corry was that on 
the 14th October accused marched. through 
O'Connell street, Limerick, at the head of 
about 300 men. He wore a uniform of mili- 
tary pattern . 

The accused did not call any wilneesea, and 
refueed to recognise the authority of that or 
any foreign Court. He objected to being 
described as a civilian in the charge sheet, as 
he was a soldier of the “Irish Republic,” 
whose laws, and none other, did he recognise, 

Michael é Colivet,, Thomoad Gate, 
Limerick, who also objected to be tried “ by 
any British officer,” was charged with having 
committed a similar offence on the eame date. 

Acting Sergeant Moroney stated that on the 
14th October the accused, with two others, 
marched at the head of about 30 men through 
O'Connell street, Limerick. He wore an Irish 
Volunteer officer's uniform. When witness 
arrested him on the 23rd October he found at 
his residence, amonget other things, a pair of 
field glasses, six rifle cartridge cases, blank 
ammunition, and two revolver cartridges with 
bullets, which afipeared to be damaged. 

The accused in a long etatement said that 
he regarded the officers of the Court as 
ugents of a foreign Power usurping the rights 
of the Irish people. 

The prisoner, continuing, said that he would 
not be in the position of the officers of the 
Court for all the wealth of the world 

Major F. 0. Bowen, D.£0., Royal Irish 
Regiment, presided at a courtmartial in the 
evening to try James O'Keeffe and Denis J. 
Lyons and Denie Galvin (Kanturk), who were 
charged under the Defence of the Realm Att. 
They answered in Irish, and denied the right 
of the Court to try them. O'Keeffe was 
charged with drilling, and the police deposed 
to finding a Volunteer uniform in his room, 
and a revolver and four roupdse of ammuni- 
tion. The accused said that the Court was 
constituted by a foreign Power, which he 
despised. He claimed the return of the articles 
stolen from him on the morning of his arrest. 

Maurice F. Beasley, Ballybunion; Jeremiah 
Breen, Ballycurry, Co. Kerry, and Joseph 
Dinan. Laheenabeg, Co. Clare, were charged 
with like offences. 

Jeremiah Broen admitted having drilled men, 
and said that he only did his duty. He 
claimed to be treated as a prisoner of war if 
detained 

The Court then adjourned until Thursday.

ARRESTS IN WEXFORD.

The Lory Caancettor took his seat on the 
Woolsack at 4.15 p.m. 

The Marquis of SALISBURY called attention 
to the Reports of the Commissions of Inquiry 
into Industrial Unrest@and moved for papers. 
He said that these reports revealed a formidable 
situation. All the Commissioners reported a 
feeling of distrust on the part of workers in 
regard to employers, the Government, Parlia- 
ment, the whole social system, and even the 
trade union officials. There was a fear that the 
pre-war conditions would not be restored after 
the war, according to the pledges of the Govern- 
ment. It was probably true that they could 
not, in their integrity, be restored, and the 
only thing they could do was to appeal to the 
working classes to recognise the different aspect 
of the situation, and to co-operate in finding 4 
solution. He blamed successive Governments 
for their want of confidence in the people—a 
symptom which, he said, continued down to the 
present day. They must show more confidence 
in the working classes, and tell them the truth, 
not only about the war, but on other questions. 
There was a strong feeling that a great many 
men wére making too much money out of the 
war. What, he asked, was the truth about 
profiteering? The Government should tell them. 
The working classes should be treated as part- 
ners, and not as human machines. The Go- 
vernment must show that they had the interests 
of the workers at heart. He emphasised the 
great importance of the housing question. 


THE ARCHBISHOP OF YORK. 


The Archbishop of YORK said that the work- 
ing classes were only sharing the unrest, which 
was universal. es a result of the strain of the 
war, and the shock which had come to estab- 
lished customs and beliefs. Though he agreed 
that the elements of unrest in the world of 
labour were formidable, the surprising thing 
was not that there was so much disquiet and 
unrest, but that there was so /|ittle. The 
majority of our workers had been severely tried 
in many ways, and not unnaturally their nerves 
There would remain deep and 
permanent causes of unrest after the war. The 
«workers would demand, after the war, that 
their rewards should be adequate to the sacri 
fiees made. He believed that the time had come 
when employers must recognise that, if they 
were to have harmony, they must take their 
workmen more fully into their confidence as to 
the whole conditions under which business and 
trade would be carried on. Many employers 
were ready io do this. Everything would de- 
pend, after the war, on the increased national 
output of industry, and the only way of secur- 
ing that was, that the workers should realise 
that their additional production would be ac- 
companied, not only by its just reward, but 
that they should have a voice in the control 
of the necessary conditions of industry. ‘ur 
workers were not going to submit. to scientific 
methods of management, imported trom 
America, or elsewhere. 

He did not think that the present private 
profit system would give place to any system 
of profit-sharing, and still less to State 
Socialism. 

The probable line of industrial develop- 
ment in the future would be that of in. 
creased organisation on the side of the em- 
ployers, balanced by increased organisation 
on the side of the employed, with the State 
holding a watching brief on behalf of the 
general community. The first steps must 
come from the masters, and he hoped that 
they would be taken in a spirit of trust and 
confidence. 


LORD ST. DAVIDS. 


Lord ST. DAVIDS said that the feeling with 
regard to profiteering was responsible for more 
than half of the present unrest. The statement 
that capitalists as a whole were gaining by the 
war was untrue. It was the traders, merchants, 
and others who bad gained by the war. 

Lord BERESFORD said that the Government 
must see that food was properly distributed, or 
there would be serious trouble later on. 
Unless, also, adequate arrangements were made 
for the millions of soldiers, and sailors, and 
munition workers. who would return to their 
usual avocations after the war, they would 
have appalling trouble. “Their mmber “was 
estimated at some eight millions, and in their 
treatment there must be no question of charity 
or the workhouse. Those people deserved to get 
all they could from the State. (Hear, hear.) 


LORD MILNER. 


Viscount MILNER admitted the importance 
the subject which had been raised, 
and commented on =the unprecedented 
unity which had, so far, characterised 
the nation in the face of the greatest danger 
in ita history. As long as the national unity 
was not broken, nothing could bring us down. 
(Hear, hear.) He referred, in some detail to 
the steps which were being taken by the Go- 
vernment to give effect to the recommendations 
of the Commission on Industrial Unnest. The 
problem of housing after the war, he said, 
was a big branch of the vast subject of recon- 
struction. With regard to that, he thought he 
could say that considerable progress was being 
made. The housing question, which was urgent 
before the war, had become more urgent 
during the war, and a very big programme was 
undoubtedly required; but it could not be pro- 
ceeded with until after the war, because they 
would not be able at to get ons-tenth of the 
labour Immediate measyres were, however, 
necessary to meet the grave congestion which 
existed in certain localities where munition 
workers were congregat and especially at 
Barrow, Ae regarded food prices, it was in- 
evitable that they should be high in time of 
war, when there was a ecarcity; but they might 
reach a point which was really dangerous, and 
it wag because they believed that the prices 
of the greatest necessities of life, such as bread 
and meat, had risen to an almost unendurable 
pitch that the Government took the very drastic 
step of fixing the price of the 4ib. loaf at nine- 
pence. The measures taken by the Food Con- 
troller with regard to the wholesale price of 
meat had also tho effect of lowering the price 
of meat to the consumer. It remained to be 
seen how long these measures would suffice to 
stay the rise in prices. But etatietics showed 
that already they had had considerable effect. 


THE RISE IN PRICES. 

There had been a steady rise in the prices of 
all the principal articles of general consumption 
since the war began. It wag not a etartling 
rise in 1915, but in 1916 the rise became much 
more marked, and in the first six monthe of 
1917 it became really terrific; no doubt, partly 
in consequence of the submarine campaign. - 

On July 1st last the whole bulk of these 
articles showed a rise of 104 per cent., as 
compared with pre-war prices. On Septem. 
ber tst, which was about the time the 
Government were forced to intervene in the 
drastic manner to which he had referred, 
they had risen to 105.6; but by October ist, 
when these drastic steps had begun to have 


some effect, they went back to 97.3. 

That was not a big fall, but it was a very 
decided one, ‘and it was the first time since 
the war began that the prices of essential 
articles of food had, as a whole, a tendency 
to go back. Therefore, although he was far 
from wishing to be too sanguine, he did think 
that they might succeed in stopping the ex- 
cessive rise in the prices of the most vital and 
important commodities. While the dearness of 
food was undoubtedly a very important factor 
in causing industrial unrest, he was convinced 
that the suspicion that this dearness was due 
to some manipulation or profiteering was doing 
a great deal more harm than the dearnese 
itself, and in this connection he directed the 
attention of the House to the successful efforts 
which the Food Controller had made to put a 
stop to unjust and excessive profits being made 
out of the distribution of food. He perfectly 
agreed that the question of distribution was 
a matter of the greatest importance, and be 
succeeded fn getting the distribution made more 
even in the different districts of the country 
than it had been, With regard to the recom- 
mendations in favour of the establishment of 
Industrial Conneils, the new department of the 
Ministry of Labour had been set up, and was 
at work, with & view to endeavouring to get 
Industrial ‘Councils established as quickly ae 
possible in the various leading industries of the 
country. While he was too old and had had 
too me | disappointments to take an altogether 
optimistic view, he did think he could say 
that this new departure was the most hopeful 
step that he cduld éver remember in the great 
field of social reform. There were plenty of

vernment, needless to say, the amount was a 
good and realisable asset. It was proposed 
to write off £4,510, representing the value of 
patent rights, which would not be readily 
realised nor definitely valued. This, with the 
goodwill] account, left the company with 
nothing but solid assets of £467,587—freehold 
land, buildings, plant, tools, stock-in-trade, 
cash, and investments. The Debenture re- 
demption account was one that was new in 
the balance sheet, and represented first De- 
bentures purchased by the company. The 
trust governing the First Debenture issue pro- 
vided for a sinking fund, and their redemption 
at the rete of £2,500 a year, so that there 
was more than sufficient in hand for 
the next four years. He wished to dispose of, 
if possible, once and for all, the | widespread 
belief that the Debentures were held by a 
well known and highly successful company in 
an allied trade. This was not true. The 
Debentures were held by 145 people, epread all 
over the country, and there were no very 
large individual holders amongst them. The 
share capital was also held entirely by private 
individuals, some of them, as natural as might 
be, in the trade, or interested in it; but no one 
or more firms or companies had any interest in 
the undertaking, and it was in every way 4 
free and independent concern: The value of 
the stock-in-trade showed an increase of nearly 
£30,000 over last year, which was inevitable, as 
the constantly inereasing output necessitated 
a larker supply of material, and a larger 
stock to be carried in the various operations. 

An amount of £22,000 had been deposited at 
the Bank of England on account of the munpi- 
tions levy to August Sist, 1916. The balance 
at bankers, including the amount invested in 
War Loan, was £52,966, an increase of £356,000 
over the corresponding figure of last year. 
When the War Loan was issued the company 
made an offer to the employés to apply for 
War Loan against repayment over a period 
by deductions from wages, as 4 result of which 
nearly 700 applications were received for 
ainounts aggregating over £7,500, which had 
now been aimost repaid (Hear, hear.) 

It was imtimated in the last report that 
steps would be taken to redeem the Third De- 
benture Stock, and during the year 50 per 
cent. of this stock had been paid off. It was 
intended to continue the repayments during 
the current financiaj] year. Sundry creditors 
showed an increase of £52,000, but this was 
solely accounted for by the increased business 
done, and did not mean that the company 
was paying less promptly than hitherto. 

The profit and loss account showed the result 
of the -year's trading to be a nett profit of 
£90,714 15s. 5d., which he thought the share- 
holders would agree was satisfactory. This 
result had not been obtained by high prices, 
but by the large output obtaineg. The profit 
was subject to liabilities under the Munitions 
of War and Finance Acts, and the fina) assess- 
ments had not been received, but tho directors 
did not anticipate unfair treatment in view 
of the great services the company had ren- 
dered and the need of provision for the re- 
habilitation of businesses. To the profit of 
£90 714 had to be added the balance from the 
1916 accounts, making a total available balance 
of £147,880 7s. 1d., subject to the liabilities 
referred to, and the directors recommended a 
dividend of 10 per cent. on the Ordinary and 
Deferred Shares, which entailed a dividend of 
12 per cont. on the 7 per cent. Preference 
Shares, which participated equally with the 
Ordinary and min Shares after 5 per 
cent. had been paid on the two latter, and this, 
after writing off £4,510 for patent rights, left 
a balance of £128,170 7s. id. to be carried 
forward. 

The directors had given anxious thoughts 
to the after-war problem, and so far as was 


possible were making plans in preparation for 
it. During the war they had abandoned the 
menufacture of ‘motor cycles and bicycles. It 
was impossible to say what the position would 
be when peace conditions returned, Un- 
doubtedly, existing stocks were lower than 
ever before at home and abroad, and the 
demand should be greater than in the pre-war 
period, but this would be governed entirely by 
the financial position of the nations when 
peace came. The company would be able to 
give a vastly greater output, but it would 
obviously take some time to change over again 
to the manufacture of cycles, motor cycles, 
a other things. 

Mr. F. Warwick, returning thanks after 
being reelected a director of the company, 
said he had been connected with it since ita 
inception and through ups and downs, and it 
gave him the greatest possible pleasure to 
preside at a meeting to which a very eatis- 
factory balance sheet was presented. He 
thought that even apart from recent develop- 
ments the company would have been a success 
on the old lines, because the directors had 
heen carefully building up a position which 
would have enabled them to secure a consider- 
ablo output. , 

Mr. J. Whue thought it would be remiss 
on the part of the shareholders if they did 
not show in some tangible form appreciation 
of the etrenuous labours of the directors dur. 
ing the year. To have brought the cpmpany 
to its present position, bearing in mind what 
was the state of things some years ago, repre- 
sented an enormous amount of labour. He 
proposed that a eum of 600 guiness should be 
voted to the directors. 

This waa seconded by Mr. Wheelock, and 
unanimously agreed to. 

The meeting afterwards passed a cordial 
vote of thanks to the staff and workpeople.

INDISPENSABLE CONCRETE. 


Pre-eminently the material of the moment 
is ferro-concrete. Though conditions due to 
the war have brought its qualities under wider 
notice than would otherwise have been the 
case, it is by no means merely as & substitute 
that the material is to be regarded as possess- 
ing valuable characteristics. It has, however, 
a remarkable value as substitute for various 
materials of building construction, as the 
Ministry of'Munitions testifies both by recom- 
mendation and by use. In many ways the 

reparation and applications of ferro-coucrete 
bold out quite fascinating points of study ior 
those who are interested in building methods. 
To such persons may be recommended the 

erusal of a set of booklets published by the 
bai Utilities Bureau, 6 Lioyd’s avenue, 
London, E.C. 3, and obtainable t free on 
application. These booklets explain the mak- 
ing of ferro-concrete, and some of the meny 
uses to which it can be put, and among these 
uses are many “which should appeal particu- 
larly to people in an egy country, such 
as the construction of fences, farm-buildin 8, 
tanks and cistetna, floors, piggeries, troughs, 
and wells. To the immediate jnterests con- 
cerned with this column, however, No. 1 book- 
let, entitled ‘‘ Concrete: a Unique Building 
Material,” is most closely cc” One 
point in respect of concrete which rticularly 
recommends it in the connection of rebuilding 
is that it is available without difficulty, al) its 
components being procurable or manufactured 
in the United Kingdom, and, indeed, in Ire- 
land itself, there being a large cement factory 
in the country. The value of concrete as a 
building material is fully appreciated by all 
saat in designing end constructin 
engineering and bui sng tyne From actua 
experience they know that in mass form, or 
combined with steel rods (when it is known as 
reinforced ex practically every form of 
construction can economically and satis- 
factorily carried out by means ef its use, and 
that there is almost no limit to its adapta- 
bility; that without it many important and 
beneficial na “ga undertakings would*have 
been impossible or impracticable ; that it pos- 
sesses many distinct advantages over other 
materials which it replaces; that for these 
reasons it is, as is often proved, cheaper to 
use than other materials, even when it is not 
actually cheaper in first cost. These acknow- 
ledged features in the qualities and adapta- 
‘bility of concrete are unique, for they cannot 
be justly claimed for any other constructional 
material; and their truth is abundantly de- 
monstrated in the manifold and ever-increas- 
ing uses to which concrete is being applied.

When first mixed, 
concrete, being in a semi-wet state, must be 
held in position until it is set by mou or, 
as they are usually called, “ forms.” ese 
forms vary from a simple framewerk for a 
slab or path to the elaborate erections required 
for large constructional and engineering works. 
In this way concrete may be moulded into any 
form, and adapted to any design 

For building operations it is either employed 
in the shape of blocks prepared and hardened 
Ea gh in its wet state it is placed be- 
tween forma erected on the site of the worh, 
and thus moulded in one manolithic piece in 
the position it is to occupy. 

In certain kinds of concrete work it is 
necessary to strengthen the material by em- 
bedding steel in the concrete in the form of 
rods, wire netting, or some other form of 
metal mesh When thus strengthened it is 
known as reinforced concrete. For any im- 
portant work involving the calculation of 
strains and stresses a specialist should be con- 
sulted, since what might appear to the casual 
observer to be a very simple matter is not 
really so, requiring as it often does expert 
knowledge; but in the smaller uses of concrete 
such as are described in other pamphlets of 
this series, no special knowledge is ne 
to enable the user to manipulate the reinforce- 
ment successfully. The fundamental principle 
underlying the various epplications of rein- 
forced concrete is that wheresa steel is elastic 
and extremely strong in tension, concrete is 
strong in compression but comperatively weak 
in tension—that is to say, concrete will resist 
an enormous crushing load, but it will not re- 
sist strains tending to bend or stretch it.
